Claudia Robinson's only comment, on first seeing this 
forty-year-old house in Dallas, Texas, was: “Drive on!” 
However, the boxlike dwelling, with its gawky lines but 
durably solid construction, intrigued husband Taylor, 
who thought it had possibilities for conversion into a 
functional home. So they bought it for $13,000, had a 
year-round air-conditioning system installed, moved in, 
and then sat back to live with it for awhile. It took the 
Robinsons six months to think out a well-rounded re- 
modeling program. First, they decided to work from 
the inside out, leaving most of the exterior updating to 
the last. Second, they agreed to remodel by stages, fit- 
ting the work into their unassuming budget. Third, they 


kept structural changes to a minimum, which included

walling up all the windows on the west side of the house 
for better utilization of interior space and to cut cooling 
load by blocking the heat of the afternoon sun. And 
finally they worked out a surprising amount of renova- 
tion by skillful decoration rather than structural 
changes, and by re-use of existing materials in the house. 
such as flooring, doors and the like. Within an over-all 
budget of $22,000, including future exterior moderniza- 
tion, the Robinsons have obtained for themselves a home 
in an excellent and convenient neighborhood. They re- 
modeled with ingenuity, good taste, economy and—per- 
haps most important—the willingness and the patience 
to live with the house and get its “feel” in order to 


know what they wanted before starting to remodel. 

















The dining room needed no structural changes 
just redecorating and furnishing with a new marble- 
topped table and 100-year-old chairs that Taylor 
found in a junk shop and refinished by bronzing the 
wood and uphoistering in a bright fabric. In the liv-

Since the oak flooring was taken up for paneling downstairs walls, underlayment and 
carpet were installed wall-to-wall over the subfloor. To mask the awkward protrusion of 
chimney (a continuation of downstairs fireplace), it was made the shallow side of a 
built-in storage wall which fills the entire space between the windows. Magazine racks 
appear visually as the same depth as adjacent shelves which hold books. Television set 
takes its place on the lowest shelf. (Simply removed from its former heavy-legged base.)

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New addition to 


home and income 


Four years ago we showed how the owners of a 1910 Long Island bun- 
galow brought it back to life and still kept to a budget (August 1956). 


Proving that the urge to remodel can be infectious, no sooner had they 


completed the first project successfully than they began casting about 


for another. They badly needed a two-car garage plus storage space for 
garden equipment and the usual overflow of miscellany and for con- 
venience, they insisted that the garage be attached to the existing house. 
The property is near a resort area and more than once guests indicated 
that they would be interested in renting a separate apartment if one 
were available. All these factors added up to the new wing shown here, 
which consists of a two-car garage plus an independent unit of sitting- 
bedroom, bath and kitchen, with access to its own terrace. For architec- 
tural conformity, the new addition was designed in the same Cape Cod 
style as the original remodeling. The owners practiced their earlier 
economies: a builder constructed the shell and they finished the apart- 
ment themselves. The wisdom of the project was at once apparent: a 
tenant took possession as soon as the apartment was ready, so they had 


an immediate source of extra income plus future living space if needed. 


View prior to remodeling, at left, is in dra- 
matic contrast to the finished product of this two- 
stage project. In the first step, the front porch 
was enclosed to create a sunny sitting room. 
Exterior appearance was improved with new 
roof and trim. Second step was addition of 
garage-apartment wing, similar in type but 
separated from the original structure by a small 
foyer with doors leading in both directions. For 
economy, the new addition was designed to em- 
ploy stock doors and windows. It was sheathed 
in red cedar shingles to blend with the original 
house. Rear terrace runs full width of the rental

Plan Your Home 


how to pay for it 


Thirty million home-owning American families—many 
of them almost as new as the houses they live in 
have a problem in common, namely, how to keep their 
homes as livable and attractive as the day they were 
purchased, and actually to increase their value. 

To make your house improve with age takes work. 
But it can be done with a minimum of labor and ex- 
pense—if you do it on a planned basis. It becomes a 
serious problem only if you let things fall behind. 

Small wonder, then, that 14 million home-owning 
families—almost half of all owners—took part in the 
great national home-improvement parade in 1959. 
Their maintenance and remodeling projects cost an 
average of $360 each, according to the Federal Reserve 
Board. While the nation’s growing population and 
prosperity are two of the key factors responsible for 
this record, the desire to protect and increase the value 
of the home is still the basic motive. And there is no 
reason to doubt that this motive, together with a con- 
tinuing increase in home-ownership as new (and older) 
families buy houses to escape from the expensive 
clutches of the landlord, will mean a continuation of 
the home-improvement parade in years to come. 

There are four different types of home improvement. 
Let’s see how each works in practice. 

First, maintenance: You buy a house and live in it 
for a few years. It may be new—in which case the main- 
tenance work will be minimal. Or it may be older, and 
you may run into more serious maintenance problems. 
In other words, you may be faced with anything from 
simple periodic painting and incidental structural or 
equipment repairs to replacing a roof or a worn-out 
furnace. Whatever the situation, remember that you 
can improve your property by maintaining it—not only 
by keeping it in spick-and-span order, but also (and 
this is very important) by using quality materials. For 
instance, use only top-grade paint when you have to 


redecorate. Or when you replace your shingles. put on 


the very best type you can afford. And when replacing 
a furnace or boiler, get a better one, not just the same 
type that is worn out. This is what we mean when we 
say: improve your home as you maintain it. 

Second, upgrading: Here you really start to build up 
your home’s value. This happens when the family is a 
few years older and the man of the house has a feeling 
of being pretty well ahead in his business or profession. 
In this kind of work you still do not change the phys- 
ical scope of the structure; no additions or major in- 
terior remodelings are contemplated. But it does in- 
clude such fairly high expense items as a complete set 
of storm windows, say, or the addition of enough in- 
sulation to make the house truly economical to heat in 
the winter and cool in the summer. It might even go 
as far as a complete summer air-conditioning installa- 
tion, requiring a new electric power system. Or the 
addition of a big landscape window or bay window that 
calls for supplementary heating. A new set of built-ins 
for the kitchen can also come under this heading, as 
can a minor structural change like enclosing and heat- 
ing your front entryway. Many of these improvements 
mean sizable financial outlays: but they are only to 
improve livability and increase the value of your in- 
vestment, not to expand the actual living area of the 
house. That undertaking comes next. 

Third, enlargement: Under this category, you have 
become a more-than-two-or-three-person family, and 
you need more living space. Perhaps the children must 
have rooms of their own; perhaps grandparents must 
move in; in any event, expansion is necessary. The 
actual living area of the house must be enlarged, and 
with it the mechanical functions must expand, too. 
Whether you finish a heretofore unheated attic with 
a couple of bedrooms and a bath, convert the garage 
to living space, or add a new wing with new founda- 
tions, you are in each instance requiring a positive

wiring for comfort and salety 


To most people, electricity is a mystery about which 
they know very little. They realize that it is one of the 
most valued servants in the home, powering everything 
from a switch to a central air-conditioning system, and 
providing, when properly used, an almost unlimited 
degree of living comfort. They also know that it can be 
tricky and dangerous, since it can injure or kill people 
who are careless with it, or set serious fires if it is 
misused or overused. 

But about the actual nature of electricity and how 
to control it, they are often dangerously uninformed. 
Since so many of today’s comforts and conveniences 
are electrical in nature, you should know something 
about how it functions and how it can help to living- 
condition your home. Improvement of the wiring in 
your house comes in four stages, just as does over-all 
improvement as outlined in the article opposite: (1) 
maintenance, (2) upgrading, (3) wiring for house ex- 
pansion, and (4) rewiring an old house bought for re- 
modeling. Of the four, maintenance perhaps is the 
most basic, because it includes safety. 

The reason? Today there are millions of homeowners 
who may, without knowing it, be tempting the fates 
with seriously underpowered electric systems in their 
homes. Indeed, if your wiring system has not been over- 
hauled recently, there is little doubt that you do not 
have enough available energy to handle the require- 
ments of modern electric living. The result is that you 
probably are overloading your circuits, and even worse, 
overworking the motors in your appliances to an extent 
that certainly will shorten their lives and may mean 
a fire hazard. Similarly, old wires if overused may dry 
out so that the insulation falls away and you will have 
live wires dangerously exposed inside the structure, 
and the ever-possible hazard of a fire-causing short- 
cireuit. Obsolete wiring is always dangerous. 

Wiring stage #1—maintenance: The first wiring un- 


dertaking in an effective maintenance program is to 


find out the actual amount of power you have been 
using at one time on each electric circuit, and reduce 
it if it is too high for safety. This is a primary task in 
maintaining the wiring of your house. 

Now, one of the first rules of electric wiring main- 
tenance and improvement is that almost everything 
about it requires the skills of a licensed electrician. 
This is one situation where we advise: “Don’t do-it- 
yourself!” It is neither safe nor sound for an amateur 
to play around with electricity. Not safe, because elec- 
tricity is dangerous. Not sound, because any wiring 
change or improvement must be done in accordance 
with the National Electrical Code and local code re- 
quirements, and must be inspected by local officials. 
Uninspected wiring can vitiate or annul the protection 
of your fire-insurance policy. Therefore, be safe and 
sensible, and have your electrical work done by a 
licensed individual or firm. 

To find out your home’s wiring capacity, and exactly 
what each branch circuit services, you need to know 
a good deal more than anyone unfamiliar with the 
arcane mysteries of electricity has at his fingertips. 
For example, houses built before 1937 usually have 
15-ampere circuits throughout—regardless of what the 
fuses in your fuse box may say. (For a glossary of 
wiring terms, see page 130.) Houses built since then 
often have 15-ampere circuits for ordinary lighting 
and small_appliances, and 20-ampere circuits with 
heavier wires for the kitchen, laundry, utility room, 
workshop and other areas where the appliance load is 
heavier. Since you often have no way of knowing 
which lights and outlets are on which circuits, or 
whether you have 15-ampere or 20-ampere wiring, 
the wisest thing to do is to have your system checked 
by an expert who knows code requirements and whose 
work will be passed by the local inspectors. 

Someone from your local utility company may come 


and do it, if you call and ask [Continued on page 128] 





T. all doubting Thomases, young New York adman Dana Blackmar says that 
it is possible to find an old house and acreage in Connecticut under $10,000. 
What it takes is a lot of looking. Dana discovered his home and two acres in 
Branchville for $7,000. Originally a barn, it had been moved from across the 
road about 100 years ago. Behind its undistinguished architectural features, 
Dana Blackmar saw great possibilities. By extending the rear roof line, he 
created at one stroke both the charm of the salt box and space for a bedroom 
and bath plus kitchen on the first floor. Five new windows and an authentic 
copy of an old doorway gave the fagade importance and symmet The real 
high-light of the project came with the disco of an ancient barn in Litech- 
field, sheathed in chestnut boards and with a framework of hand-hewn timbers. 
Dana bought the structure, had it dismantled and moved to Branchville. He 
attached the skeletal frame to the west elevation of the house, the identical roof 
pitches one below the other. With the addition of a gable-height window, it 
became one enormous studio room, adjacent to the sitting room in the original 
house and o onto a paved terrace at the rear. To relate the two structures 
visually, he surfaced roofs and side-walls with red cedar shingles. Then, using

How to remodel a lot 











Too often people tend to think of remodeling solely in terms of revamp- 
ing a structure. They fail to realize that a house is only a part of the 
totality: the lot on which it stands may also be subject to major improve- 
ment. Many’s the time, indeed, when a site already partly occupied by a 
house is inhibited from full development as living space by its forbid- 
ding shape or slope, or both. The plot occupied by architect William 
Corlett’s family residence on a steep hillside in Berkeley, California, 
runs well over 120 feet along hairpin-turning Panoramic Way and falls 
off over 23 feet in a width of litthe more than 36 feet—a slope of 
45 percent. Much of the lot had become a neighborhood dumping 
ground. Bill Corlett had urgent need for some outdoor living space and 
an extra parking area, so he planned these additions to include, as a 
profitable bonus, a handsome 20-by-20 rental unit for which the 30-by-20 
four-car shelter serves as a roof, bridging the 10 feet between the rear 
of the cottage and the street. Corlett enhanced the structural and 
aesthetic excellencies of the four-foot-wide plywood panels that serve 
as wall finish for the stunning little freestanding “apartment” by paint- 
ing them two attractive colors, one for the smooth-surfaced areas, and 
the other for the vertically-ridged panels, and framing each section in 
light colored strips. The plywood arches that roof the carport are similar- 
ly finished. The efficient four-foot modular design was one of the 


factors that contributed to the structure’s low square-foot cost of $11.20. 
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Versatile hillside structure combines a 
large carport ot upper street level and a 
compact rental unit below. Privacy for both 
the Corletts’ own residence and the new 
apartment was a major consideration. The 
Corletts’ terrace, opposite, wos afforded se- 
clusion by creating only two small ventilating 
windows on the unit's south elevation, both | 
of them above eye level.

We are basking and reveling in the facts of spring—the warming sun, that 
first smell of fresh-cut grass, the return of our orioles to the elm where 
they nest. Cowslips are blooming along the brook when asparagus, the 
earliest vegetable of all, pushes its delectable spears through the earth. 


Such a zest for living! Nothing is visible one day, and the next, there are 
g g ) 





a few spears; then suddenly, a meal for the picking, and such a meal! We 
cut the young purplish-green shoots shortly before dinner, steam or broil 
them briefly until just tender, pour melted butter over them. This first 
garden meal defies all description. It is heavenly! What's more, for six 
weeks, every few days, we have a repeat. 

Asparagus came originally from the old world (chiefly Africa), It 
has been enjoyed as a food for over 2,000 years; and will thrive everywhere 
in the United States except areas of extreme heat. It does best where the 
ground freezes. A few inches of frost in winter seem to benefit the crop. 
Asparagus is a genus of one hundred and fifty different species of mainly 
desert herbs and vines belonging to the lily family. A. officinalis is the 
kind you eat, to be sorted from its relatives that come wrapped around 
carnation corsages in florist shops, or those that toss their soft green up 
walls and over fences in Florida and Southern California. The ancient 
Persians called this vegetable “asparag” meaning sprout. Today in rural 
sections and parts of New England it is often called “grass.” Long ago 
asparagus was considered to have great medicinal value. Before green 
vegetables were readily available the year round, this was the first garden 
green in the spring. It was believed to be a great energy restorative, and 
probably was, after a somewhat limited winter diet. 

Asparagus is the most permanent of any vegetable. It lasts a lifetime 
in English gardens, they say, but here we usually do best to replant in 
about fifteen years. On Cape Cod, however, this green vegetable has 
escaped, and thrives wild in the fields around the old [Continued on page 128}

Dear Council: Our 64-year-old son, Danny, entered kindergar- 
ten at 414, and went on into the first grade at 514. Then we 
moved to a city with new entrance requirements. The principal 
here insisted that he return to kindergarten and re-enter the 
first grade at age six. Neither his previous school record nor his 
above-average I. Q. were taken into consideration in this deci- 
sion. It was based entirely upon his age and local requirement. 
We did not protest because Danny himself seemed perfectly sat- 


isfied to start back in kindergarten.

4. Think of the remodeling project 
from the ground up. Put in terraces 
and paving last. Dana regretted not 
doing this, had to dig up front 
terrace three times. 

5. For morale, keep a balance of 
projects that show and those that 
are invisible. If you concentrate 
for a long time on hidden assets, you 
feel you're not getting anywhere 
6. Plan plenty of storage. Old 
houses usually have none. The salt 
box roof line is a boon to storage. 
Dana Blackmar arranged outside 
access to the cellar, to use indoor 
understair space for a closet 

7. Scavenge. Keep your eye peeled 
for stone, timbers. Often people are 
anxious to get rid of materials 
8. Find someone who knows the 
neighborhood and knows old houses 
and interest them in your project 
Dana Blackmar got invaluable help 
and advice from old Branchville 
settler Beaumont Morehouse 

9, Be sure to put up gutters before 
painting the house. Dana Blackmar 
made the mistake of painting first, 
had a lot of retouching, cleaning 
10. How to make new floors look 
old. Brick: Dana Blackmar used 
new number-one common bricks, 
installed them over the cured con 
crete slab in the studio room. The 
brick surface was first cleaned with 
muriatic acid. Then Venetian red 
pigment was mixed with paste wax 
and the entire floor buffed with a 
machine equipped with steel-wool 
pads. This gave the bricks a bur 
nished look. Pigmented mortar 
created dark joints. Wood: In the 
sitting room, twelve-inch new pine 
boards were laid over existing floor 
ing. The boards were installed the 
first thing in the remodeling proj- 
ect so that they could be distressed 
by workmen's feet, the wear and 
tear of remodeling operations. 
Then Dana Blackmar gave the 
boards two coats of Puritan Pine 
Minwax and waxed them heavily. 
11. Ceiling construction in the stu- 
dio room was an interesting and 
successful experiment. The bays 
formed by the skeletal framework 
of chestnut timbers measured exact- 
ly 4 by 8. Dana Blackmar nailed 
sheets of the heaviest gauge gypsum 
board to the top of the ceiling joists, 
forming finished ceiling and leav- 
ing the beams exposed below. Then 
above the gypsum board running 
lengthwise every two feet, he nailed 
1” by 2” strips through the gypsum 
board to the joists. Half-inch ply- 
wood panels were then attached to 
the strips, topped in turn with alumi- 
num foil insulation and, finally, 
the red cedar shingle roof surface.

and outlets to those you already 
have, as you have indicated on your 
diagram. Don’t forget to include an 
extra circuit or so, including a 240- 
volt circuit for room air-condition- 
ing as well as 120-volt general-pur- 
pose circuits, in parts of your house 
that may now be unfinished but 
that you may later, under stage #3, 
modernize for living. This includes 
your attic, your garage, or even a 
large porch or open sunroom. Wir- 
ing them now will save real money 
later. And a skilled, licensed elec- 
trician can do this work without 
muss, fuss or damage to the sur 
faces of the house. Any holes he 
has to cut will be so neat and small 
that the new outlet plates will cover 
them completely, even outdoors. 
Why not have a special outdoor cir 
cuit, with one or more weatherproof 
outlets? They will be a great con 
venience for warm weather enter 
taining and outdoor power tools 

And don't forget proper light 
conditioning which usually means 
having considerably more than you 
already have. Each hall or passage- 
way should have a fixed, switch-op- 
erated light; a wall or ceiling fix 
ture should be installed top and 
bottom of each stair flight: baths 
and powder rooms should have fix 
tures at each side of the lavatory 
”” grooming areas as well as an 
overhead one; and each large « loset 
should have a receptacle or fixture. 
And for real safety and beauty, why 
not consider a weatherproof light 
ing standard at the beginning of 
your front walk and another one at 
the driveway entrance? 

A small but important upgrading 
job from the point of view of safety 
and convenience is replacing your 
old fuse box with a modern, fool- 
proof circuit breaker. The latter 
cannot be overloaded by putting in 
too heavy fuses (or a penny!) ; and 
it is also safe from the point of 
view that it is practically impos- 
sible to get a shock while resetting 
or examining it, as you can with 
a fuse box. 

Wiring stage #3—home expan- 
sion: This refers to the wiring of 
additions to living areas in the 
house, such as rooms in existing 
but unused space (attic and ga 
rage, for example) or new rooms 
in an added wing. If, under stage 
#2 above, upgrading, you have al 
ready provided yourself with a 
fully adequate service entrance 
100, 150 or 200 amperes—you 
have available all the power you 
need for the necessary new circuits 
for the additions. But if you haven't 
already got a modern 100- or 200- 
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safety 


ampere service, now's the time for 
it! Your old system probably is 
inadequate even for the living 
space you already have, and it may 
well give up the ghost if you try to 
extend it “as is” into the new addi- 
tion. Put in your new service—and 
at the same time that you are hav- 
ing a thoroughly up-to-date wiring 
installation made for the expansion 
rooms, consider adding to or im- 
proving the existing wiring in the 
older parts of the house. If you 
have everything done at the same 
time under one contract, it will cost 
you much less in the long run 

And while you're about it, con 
sider the possibility of using sup- 
plementary electric heat in the 
new addition, especially if it makes 
it unnecessary to buy a new boiler 
or turnace A built-in ceiling or 
wall electric heater for the bath- 
room is also a good idea for those 
extra-cold mornings 

Wiring stage #4—rewiring an 
old house bought for remodeling 
You will find, in such an old house, 
more often than not that it needs 
complete rewiring from the pole 
that carries the utility company’s 
own lines through the service en 
trance to every circuit in the whole 
structure. Of course, if the house 
already has good electric service, 
you may count yourself lucky, and 
it will make the buy a particularly 
good one. But don't look for it or 
expect it. Old houses are usually 
more obsolete in their wiring than 
n almost any other aspect, since 
people tend to leave wiring mod- 
ernization to the last, taking un 
wise chances by overusing the 
electrical circuits already avail- 
able. Electricity does not leak and 
ruin the plaster, like obsolete 
plumbing, or break down during 
cold spells like a worn-out heating 
system, although it may occasion- 
ally blow a fuse—which, unfor- 
tunately, is only too easily replaced, 
often with a fuse too large for the 
circuit. The old wiring just becomes 
more and more inadequate, caus- 
ing dimmed lights, worn motors, 
fire hazards and all the rest. 

Certainly, then, you should ex- 
pect to have to rewire an old house 
from top to bottom. And if you 
have an architect, as you should 
for such a major undertaking, he 
can give you a great deal of crea- 
tive help on the new wiring plan. 
So can your utility company repre- 
sentative, your electrical contrac- 
tor, and some of the larger stores 
from which you purchase many of 
your major appliances. 

Whatever you do, don't follow 


the obsolete old layout slavishly, 
either, Use any of it that may be 
suitable, but in general, plan for 
the very best and most efficient you 
can buy in power, in circuits, in 
switches and outlets, and in kitchen 
built-ins and other fixed appliances, 
including year-round air-condition 
ing if you can afford it. Make the 
“old” house the most modern one, 
electrically, in the neighborhood; 
the mortgage will cover the costs,

Important Electrical Terms 


Here are a few basic definitions 
that will make it easier for you to 
understand what your home's elec 
tric system is all about. 

dmpere: the amount or “inten 
sity of current 

Volt: the pressure or “rate of 
flow” of current 

Watt: amperes times volts, or 
total power 

Kilowatt-hour: 1,000 watts used 
for an hour 

Horsepower: about 750 watts 
for one hp. An appliance with a 
\4-hp. motor will use about 200 
watts 

Circuits: are of two types, 120 
volts and 240 volts. The former is 
used almost universally for lights 
and most plug-in appliances, while 
the latter is necessary for heavier 
appliances with their own circuits, 
such as ranges, air-conditioners 
with % or more hp. motors, eta Ia 
modern wiring, all circuits should 
have 20-ampere capacity. Your 
present system probably has main 
ly 15-ampere circuits, and they are 
safe if used judiciously. 

Circuit capacity: for a 15-ampere 
circuit is a maximum of 1,790 
watts, 2,400 for a 20-ampere cit 
cuit. Adequate wiring for an aver 
age-size house would provide 3 oF 
4 circuits for a total of 5,000 t 
7,500 watts for fixed and plugia 
lights and plug-in appliances, plus 
separate circuits for built-in and 
other heavy-duty equipment. 

Three-wire system: a system that 
makes 240-volt circuits available 
for large appliances, as well as two 
wire circuits or outlets for 120-volt 
lights and equipment. You can not 
wire 240-volt circuits from two-wite 
electric power systems. 

Service entrance: your fuse box 
and main switch, or circuit breaker 
and main breaker, either combined 


in one box or in two separate boxes. 
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Exploit a closet, create a kitchen

Whether you plant seeds or one 
or two-year plants, when they are 
one-foot high, the easiest most ef 
fortless way of caring for them is 
to mulch (6 to 8 inches) with 
spoiled hay” (that which farmers 
can't feed the cattle). It is dry and 
flully and easy to manage, keeps 
moisture in, worms abundant, and 
all but eliminates the need to 
weed. It will constantly pack and 
that next to the ground is contin 
ually decomposing. This provides 
perpetual food and beneficent bac 
terial action. More hay may be 
udded during the summer as the 
spirit moves you. Each spring, 
spread a layer of manure and more 
hay. After a few years only hay is 
needed, and no further plant food 
is necessary. If no hay is available 
in your vicinity, a mulch of grass 
clippings or cocoa-mulch, leaves 
(not oak as they are too acid) will 
do well. After you have cut your 
last asparagus in June, scatter cot 
ton-seed meal (about five pounds 
per hundred square feet) over the 
top of the hay. Rains will carry it

ers or Fathers “explain” or “drill” 
in ways taught currently 

Boys and girls are quite aware 
of this fact when their parents 
have what some have described as 
“floating anxieties” generally, as 
well as about their school prog 
ress. Danny is a very bright boy 
und teachers seem well aware of 
this. You are quite right in feeling 
that, by and large, it is best for 
children to be placed with their 
own age groups at school; but this 
is because it is important to give 
due consideration to their physi 
cal, emotional and social as well 
as their intellectual readiness for 
various living experiences 

We are sure you will agree that 
it means a great deal to your son 
to enjoy his life-at-school and to 
find inner satisfaction through do 
ing the best he can, without feeling 
that it is incumbent upon him 
always to be at “the top of the 
class” in the proverbial three R's 
There are so many other worth 
while things being learned at 
school, and children differ in their 
aptitudes, needs and interests. Nor 
is it helpful to them to be made to 
feel that parents or teachers are 
unduly concerned about their aca- 
demic progress every step of the 
way. A child wants to feel his par 
ents’ love for him and sense their 
pride in all he has accomplished 

As for your question about the 
pros and cons of moving to another 
community, wouldn't a decision of 
this kind involve consideration of 
the good and welfare of all the 
members of your family? For ex- 
ample, would your husband’s work 
call for such a move or would 
there be other reasons why mov 
ing would be necessary, wise and 
desirable? While it is quite true 
that it is best not to uproot a young 
child too often, we know that many 
children are not adversely affected 
After all 


their loving parents make the

We keep our mead 
ow rue hay in a huge pile beside 
the vegetable garden, and use it 
whenever we feel in the mood. My 
husband just acquired a hay fork 
with which he gets welcome week 
end exercise! When the sap flows 
back down to earth leaving the 
tops, they turn to spun gold, and 
in the mellow Indian summer sun 
light the asparagus bed becomes 
one of the loveliest aspects of au 
tumn out of doors 

When the tops dry, we cut them 
olf. The theory is to leave them 
as brush on the bed. But no, they 
are individuals with a character of 
their own, and a wanderlust! As 
the wind sweeps over the fields the 
golden plumes blow every which 
way like tumbleweed in the west. 
I meet erstwhile asparagus, now a 
tangle of spun gold, by the brook, 
flowing over the south meadow. On 
my way home as | approach our 
driveway, a lone yellow plume may 
come dancing down the road to 
greet me in a swirl of leaves, and 
with a rustle and a swish! Is as 
paragus most beautiful then, or on 
summer mornings when the full 
grown tops are like tumbled masses 
of green foam all asparkle as the 
sun touches the dew on them? Or 
perhaps they are most beautiful in 
May, bright green and bathed 


in butter on the dining table!
